They 
also are able to withstand heat and direct sunlight better 
than the other types but of course their big value is 
their ability to give lots of color in shade. The bulbs 
should be dug after the tops have been killed by frost 
and may be used again the following season. They in- 
crease in size from year to year. 


New Shrubs 


NEW DWARF WHITE BUDDLEIA, 
White Profusion (Page 147) 


With hundreds of flowers all summer. One of our own 
originations. This new dwarf Buddleia fills a long-felt 
want for a low growing, all-summer flowering shrub of 
which there are so few. Not over 3 feet high and about 
the same in diameter, it forms a green mound studded 
with literally a hundred or more short-stemmed flower 
spikes -with pure white blooms the same as those of 
Buddleia Peace. Starting to bloom in early August, a 
continuous supply of flowers is produced until October. 
It fits perfectly into the perennial border and is tops 
in front of taller shrubs, providing a spot of cool color 
where otherwise there is none. 


NEW DOGWOOD, White Cloud (Page 155) 


From thousands of seedlings of white Dogwoods, we 
selected several years ago an outstanding variation. 
This distinctive tree was replanted and grown by itself 
for further observation until we were satisfied we had 
something extra fine in white Dogwoods. It is outstand- 
ing, in particular, for the immense amount of flowers it 
produces as well as the rapidity with which it starts 
flowering so freely. At opening the flowers give a creamy 
yellow effect which, after a few days, changes over to 
white. When in bloom the tree is literally a white cloud; 
the foliage is almost not to be seen. Instead of just 
planting ordinary seedling trees, particularly when space 
is limited, try this new variety. It will reward you with 
greater masses of blooms for all your life. 


Rare Tree 


DAVIDIA INVOLUCRATA (Dove Tree) 
(Page 155) 
Rarest Flowering Tree in America 
(Can only be had from Wayside.) 


The Dove Tree is one of the rarest trees in cultivation 
and originally came from Western China where old speci- 
mens reach the height of 40 to 50 feet. It is slow to start 
but once established, growth is rapid. Any ordinary soil 
suits it. The leaves are Mulberry-like and sweet scented 
when bruised. The outstanding feature of the tree consists 
of two large white bracts of unequal size, enveloping the 
flowers which develop in late May. The hanging white 
bracts are almost constantly in motion and resemble Doves 
in flight. This is one of the most beautiful trees in ex- 
istence. After 15 years’ work we have produced a very 
few which have been grown in bush form about 4 feet tall. 
We believe there are no other plants of this size obtainable 
in America. We do not recommend you attempt to grow 
this beautiful tree in the colder sections ‘of this country; 
south of Philadelphia is safe or temperatures milder than 
encountered there.

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, Just before the outbreak of World War II in 1940, we were advised by 
Grullemans, of Lisse, Holland, that they had developed a new Giant Strain 
of Gladioli with colors of brilliant clearness and great intensity; color values 
so crisp and vibrant that nothing could match them. Last autumn bulbs 
of these New Hybrids were imported and planted in three different locali- 
ties in this country, one at Mentor, Ohio; another at St. Joseph, Michigan, 
and still another at Portland, Oregon. The results were beyond expecta- 
tion! We had been told that one of the parents was Picardy but this big 
flower was dwarfed by its offspring, none were smaller. The colors are 
superb. Mr. Biggerstaff, an expert wholesale Gladiolus grower in Portland, 
Oregon, who ran our test in Oregon, reports in part as follows: 


Apricot Queen Each 60c, Three $1.60, Doz. $5.75 
Brilliant apricot-orange with a creamy throat. This is one of 
the earliest to bloom, being two weeks ahead of the average. 


Ballerina Each 60c, Three $1.60, Doz. $5.75 
Clear white, somewhat green in the throat; large, wide open 
flowers forming a perfect spike, many open at one time, with 
broad foliage. A strong growing variety which we fully recom- 
mend. 








David Teniers Each 40c, Three $1.15, Doz. $4.25

ANEMONE JAPONICA - Windflower 


Valuable plants suitable for massing or as single specimens in the 
border. They grow rapidly and are projuse in bloom, gaining strength 
and beauty each year. The blooming period extends from September 
till mid-November, the large, open flowers furnishing abundant cut 
flowers and a brilliant display in the garden. All are 2 to 3 feet high. 


CULTURE. Ordinary, good garden soil which is well drained will 
suit all varieties. They do well in light shade or sun, should be watered 
freely during dry weather. In temperate parts of the United States, 
fall planting is practical. Best.results are obtained from vigorous young 
plants set out in late spring. Plant in well drained locations, 8 to 12 
inches apart and protect with straw during winter.

Htardy Asters _ Hickaelmas Daisies 


Lovely autumn-flowering perennials, the value of which for border decoration, or cut flowers, is 
inestimable. There are scores of lovely varieties in all shades of blue, white, pink, and crimson to 
select from. They range in height from about 2 to 4 feet. Both the species and varieties may be 


grown in the hardy borders. 


CULTURE. Michaelmas Daisies will thrive in any soil and almost under any rough treatment. 
They may be grown with other perennials in the mixed border, or in a border in conjunction with 
Lilies and Tritomas, where they form a gay autumnal display. Plant in fall or spring, 2 feet apart, 
in full sun, in moist soil. Asters require a lot of moisture. 


Beechwood Beacon Three $1.50, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
A bushy growing plant about 21% feet high which in early autumn is 
smothered under a mass of deep crimson, rose-tinted flowers. Few 
Asters are as brilliant and showy as Beechwood Beacon. It is a strong 
grower and has fine habits. Altogether a fine new English introduction. 


Beechwood Challenger Three $1.50, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
This variety is in our opinion the closest to red we have been able to 
come so far in Hardy Asters. It is free-flowering, of medium height, 
and brilliant crimson-red color. The flowers are freely produced. Planted 
together with Mount Everest, the contrast is striking.

We quote in part from a letter to Massachusetts Nurserymen by the 
Agricultural Experiment Station at Waltham, Massachusetts: 

“Among the four hundred varieties of Asters in the testing gardens of 
the Waltham Field Station, the outstanding variety this year was Curtis 
Pink (now named Survivor because of its fine lasting qualities.) This 
Aster was sent to the Station by an amateur who declared it superior 
to the popular Harrington’s Pink. Unquestionably this Novae-Angliae 
proves to be a worthy rival of the older sort, and because of its un- 
usually late flowering period will at least supplement it, if not replace 
it entirely. 

"Survivor extends the season two weeks longer, with larger flowers 
of bright rose-pink cclor.”’

ANTHERICUM .- St. Bernard’s or St. Bruno’s Lily 


A lovely plant with narrow leaves and lily-like flowers borne in grace- 
ful sprays. Useful for flowers for cutting; also very graceful subjects 
for sunny borders. 

Culture. They require a deep, rich, well-drained soil. Heavy and damp 
soils are not suitable. They will succeed in sun or partial shade, and 
require copious supplies of water in dry weather. Best grown in groups 
of six. Plant in autumn or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. Top-dress an- 
nually in early spring with well-rotted manure. 


Ramosum Three $1.75, Doz. $5.00, 100 $30.00 
A lovely graceful plant with good foliage and many strong thin stems 
covered with small lily-like white blooms in panicles, from June until 
August. Very graceful with other flowers. 


AQUILEGIA - Columbine

All prefer partial shade; besides, the flowers develop better, grow larger, 
and last longer in perfection in partial shade than in sun. Plant in fall 
or spring, 8 to 10 inches apart. Best grown in groups of three or more. 
Excellent combined with Japanese Anemone.

Plant in fall 
or early spring, 4 to 6 inches apart.

lovely clumps in the rock garden. 


Culture. Grow in dry, sandy soil and sunny position. Plant 6 to 8 inches 
apart in autumn or spring. 


*Laucheana Three $1.50, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
Bright rosy red, 3 to 6 inches. May-June. Very free flowering. Evergreen 
foliage. Very good plant for edgings.

Culture. Aubrietias will thrive in any fairly good, well-drained soil. 
On heavy or damp soils they are apt to freeze out in winter. Best grown 
in masses in the rock garden, or as edgings. Plant six inches apart in 
autumn or very early spring. 


*Eyri Three $1.50, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
Rosy lilac; good grower, and especially fine in clumps in combination 
with bulbs; does well in light shade. It is the hardiest of the group. 


BEGONIA (Hardy) (See bulbs, page 104) 
BETONICA - Betony

are most valuable for cutting. 


Culture. Will succeed in good, ordinary soil in a sunny border. Best 
grown in groups of three or more. Plant in autumn or spring, 8 to 10 
inches apart.

Close tufty foliage with bright rose-purple flowers on long stems about 
2 to 3 feet tall. produced dur’ng June, July and August.

A native of Southern Europe, have hoary, lance-shaped leaves, and crisp, 
chaff-like, brilliant blue flowers, resembl'ng those of the Everlasting. Is 
an attractive plant when in flower. Flowers are useful for cutting. 


Culture. This perennial requires good, ordinary soil and a dry, well 
drained, sunny position. Plant in spring, 8 inches apart. If planted in 
fall, protect lightly during winter. 


*Caerulea Three $1.50, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
Heads of pretty deep blue flowers on long stems. Profuse and excellent 
cut flowers in great quantities on 18-inch stems during July, August, 
and September. A fine plant for in front of the border. 


CENTAUREA - Perennial Bachelor Button 


Hardy perennials of easy culture and attractive appearance. Are showy 
plants in sunny borders, and useful for cut flowers. Flowers are more or 
less thistle-like. 

Culture. All will succeed in good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. Best 
grown in groups of three. Plant in autumn or spring, 8 inches apart; 
divide and replant every third year. 


Montana Three $1.25, Doz. $4.00, 100 $20.00 
(Perennial Cornflower.) Grows 2 feet high, bearing large, violet-blue 
flowers from July to September. Showy and of easy culture. 


CERATOSTIGMA (See Plumbago Larpentae). 
CIMICIFUGA - Snakeroot 


Handsome, herbaceous perennials. They have large, palmlike leaves, 
and small flowers borne in feathery racemes. 


Culture. Grow in ordinary moist soil in colonies of six or more, in par- 
tially shaded borders or in open woods. Plant in autumn or spring, 8 to 
12 inches apart.

Handsome shade-loving plant, bearing in July and August spikes of 
pure white flowers, 4 to 6 feet high; well suited for planting at the 
back of border, or for naturalizing at the edge of the woods.

CARNATIONS - Hardy Border 


Carnations are one of the most useful and popular flowers. Hardy Border 
Carnations have acquired, as a result of cross-breeding, the habit of 
perpetual-flowering. 

Culture. Carnations will grow in ordinary good, light, well-drained soil. 
Should the soil be very light, add plenty of decayed cow manure. Plant- 
ing should be done in early fall or spring. They should be placed 12 
inches apart; protect lightly during the winter.

In 
those of a heavy nature it is desirable to fork up the subsoil and compost of 
two parts loam and one of equal proportions of decayed manure and sand. 
The plants are best grown in groups of three or six. Allow a distance of at 
least 18 inches to 2 feet between the plants. Planting may be done in 
autumn or early spring. Remove faded flowers, and on no account allow 
seeds to develop, then a second crop of flowers may be expected later on.

Eximia 
will do well in a similar position, or in the woodland garden, or in a shady 
nook of the rockery. Plant in fall or very early spring, 8 to 12 inches 
apart.

Culture. They require a deep, rich, loamy soil and a sunny, well-drained 
border. Not suitable for heavy, damp soils. Best grown singly, so as to 
display the handsome contour and beauty of the foliage. Once planted, 
avoid disturbing the roots. Plant in spring or fall, 10 to 12 inches apart.

The stately Foxglove is a biennial, and so, in fact, are the many beau- 
tiful strains of it with large, spotted flowers. There are, however, three 
perennial species of considerable beauty which are suitable for the mixed 
ata All are attractive plants for the shady border or the woodland 
garden. 

Culture. Plants of the perennial species may be planted in autumn or 
spring, 6 to 8 inches apart, in well-drained, good garden soil. The 
biennial strains are best transplanted early in spring; if fall planting 
must be done, protect carefully for the winter. All the kinds described 
will succeed in ordinary soil in sun or in shade. They make a charming 
effect when grown in masses, and readily reproduce themselves from 


seed.

Lift, divide and replant every third 
year; remove the flower heads directly after they fade, then a second 
crop of flowers will follow. Water freely in dry weather. Lovely with

They will thrive in ordinary, well-drained soil and a sunny 
border. May be grown singly or in groups. Plant in autumn or. early 
spring, 10 to 12 inches apart. Particularly well adapted for sandy soils.

FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is 
a little light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold sufficient 
to keep the soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position varying from 
partial to deep shade. The Aspleniums and many others will grow on 
walls, chinks of rocks, etc. Many will revel in full sunshine in any border. 
Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface 
about 6 inches to a foot. For a good effect plant 8 to 10 inches apart. 


Adiantum pedatum Three $1.50, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00 
The well known Maidenhair Fern, grows at its best on moist banks, stony 
and well shaded. It will thrive in any shaded location, even if dry, but 
will not be as tall as it will with plenty of moisture. Try it with Bleeding 
Heart under trees.

Excellent plants for growing in 
sunny or partially shady borders on the margins of water or as edgings 
to beds and walks. : 


Culture. Funkias require to be grown in a rich, well-manured soil. The 
variegated kinds are best grown in partial shade. The others will suc- 
ceed in sunny borders, by the waterside, or as specimens in groups. 
Subcordata should be grown in a warm, sheltered position. Plant in fall 
or early spring, six inches apart.

Broad green leaves; blue flowers from July to August.

The gay blos- 
soms are obtainable in perpetual profusion from June to November, and 
the greater the drought and scarcity of other flowers the more the 
utility of the perennial Gaillardia is demonstrated. 


Culture. A rich, but light soil is essential to grow Gaillardias success- 
fully. They cannot be depended upon to survive the winter on heavy, 
clay soils, but do splendidly on those of a light or medium character. 
Require a sunny position. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. 


Mr. Sherbrooke Three $1.75, Doz. $5.00, 100 $30.00 
The full, circular flowers are of a rich golden yellow, unstained by any 
other color. The large self-colored blooms supported by stout stems 
above the pale green foliage continue from early summer until late in 
the fall.

Culture. All succeed in good, ordinary soil in sunny borders. They, how- 
ever, require plenty of moisture in summer. Best grown in groups. Plant 
in autumn or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart. If planted in fall it is well to 
protect them carefully for the winter. 


Coccineum, Mrs. Bradshaw Three $1.50, Doz. $4.75, 100 $25.00

Culture. Grow in full sun, prefer a moist, peaty loam and should be 
protected very carefully during winter in cold regions. They may also 
be potted up in fall and will continue blooming indoors. In temperate 
sections of the country they only require a light protection.. Plant in 
spring only, 6 inches apart.

GRASSES, Hardy Ornamental 


There are several varieties of hardy grasses that are distinctly attractive 
plants for the flower garden. Many of them are of noble, and others of 
medium or low growth. All produce a striking effect when growing in 
isolated positions on the lawn, or add to the grace of the border by 
their elegant green or variegated foliage. 

Culture. All will thrive in good, ordinary and well drained soil. Plant in 
early spring or fall, about 2 feet apart for the tall growing varieties; 
dwarf sorts about 12 inches apart. All should have a protective covering 
of dry straw placed around the base in autumn. In dry weather give 
plenty of water. 


Erianthus ravennae Each 65c, Three $1.85, Doz. $5.50 
{Blue Lime Grass or Pampas.) 10 to 12 feet high, frequently throwing up 
30 to 50 flower spikes topped with silvery plumes.

Their modest requirements are sun, water and rich soil; almost every- 
body can have built or can themselves construct an artificial pool. Any 
location that is available would be satisfactory, provided it is exposed to the 
full sun. Rather than have no water garden at all, the interested party can 
grow many of the varieties in tubs or half-barrels sunk in the ground. 


_ Soil. An excellent soil for use in tubs or artificial pools is made by mix- 
ing three parts of rotted sod, compost, or good top soil with one part of cow 
manure or good barnyard manure. All manure used must be thoroughly 
decomposed, to prevent fermentation when covered with water. Ground 
bone or bone meal may be used if necessary, at the rate of one quart to 
one bushel of soil. 

Size of Pool. The larger the water surface the better the results. A tub 
or half-barrel 2 feet in diameter will furnish a miniature pool. An artificial 
pool should be made as large as possible, and 2 feet deep. 


Water. One foot of water over the soil is the most desirable depth in 
artificial pools. Some will thrive in shallower water, but few will stand a 
depth exceeding two feet. After the pool is once filled it is only necessary 
to replenish that which evaporates. Do not attempt planting until warm 
weather has come to stay.

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Mr. Horvath’s interest was early given to the development of 
better hardy Climbing Roses. In 1892 he obtained the first 
hybrid with the Rosa Wichuralana of Japan, thus beginning the 
modern strain of large-flowered hardy Climbing Roses. In 1897 
he exhibited 14 new varieties at the first show held by the 
American Rose Society in the famous Eden Museé of New York 
City. These were seen and admired by many rosarians, with 
the result that many similar hybrids were made. 















The continuous inbreeding in the attempt to get larger size 
and brighter color into the Wichuraiana strain weakened it to 
the point where most of the varieties failed in winter hardiness. 
Naturally there resulted a demand for hardier and more sturdy 
Roses in varieties which would not require pampering but which, 
with reasonable care, would live through most winters without 
loss. 










Responding to this need, his new Rose originations cover the 
full range of colors, and many of these new Climbing Roses have 
flowers as large and fine os any existing Hybrid Tea. Further, 
as Dooryard or Hedge R¢-.cs has resulted a form and shape of 
plant not hitherto seen.

They may be set either singly, in clumps of three, or in full beds. When planted in masses, set them I foot apart.

Because the flower heads can be killed by extremely low 
winter temperatures, Wisterias may fail to flower and are 
not recommended for planting in the following States: 
Idaho, lowa, Maine, Northern Michigan, Minnesota, Mon- 
tana, Nebraska, New Hampshire, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Vermont, northern Wisconsin and Wyoming.

THE QUEEN OF VINES 


There is a much wider range of varieties than is generally thought. De- 
scriptions below are condensed because the species to which each variety 
belongs covers the major points. The two important species are: Wisteria 
Sinensis, the Chinese Wisteria, characterized by laree fragrant flowers in 
compact clusters of medium length. They come into bloom very young and 
all the flowers in each cluster open at about the same time before any 
leaves appear. Wisteria Floribunda, which is better known as Wisteria 
Multijuga or Japanese Wisteria, has long slender racemes of smaller flowers. 
Those at top are fully open while the lower ones are only small unopened 
buds. This of course lengthens the blooming period until the leaves are 
pretty well out. All our stock is grafted and grown in a special manner to 
induce early bloom rather than a lot of useless wood. Seedlings or plants 
improperly propagated may go eight or ten years without ever producing a 
flower. We maintain that if wood is the main thing wanted, it is more 
economical to patronize a lumber yard than a nursery. 

For largest flowers, fertilize Wisterias in autumn after leaves have fallen; 
never during spring or summer as this induces too much growth and no 
flowers. It is essential to expose Wisterias to full sun if you want an abun- 
dance of blooms.

Much of the charm of English homes and gardens is due to the 
liberal use of vines. Unsightly buildings, raw corners, crude fences, 
old posts and stumps, unsightly rock piles, are all easily transformed 
into points of beauty and interest when covered with a vine of some 
sort.

In most gardens, particularly those started many years ago, one is apt to find big, overgrown shrubs of little value, 
taking up a lot of room. Their long roots reach out for moisture and plant food needed by more valuable flowers 
growing nearby.

Plants of this 
variety which may be growing near a Rose garden are often so severely 
injured that they may be defoliated by drifting sulfur dust intended for 


the control of black spot on Roses. Sprays of wettable sulfur will cause 
the same type of injury. 

It is suggested that whenever a fungicide is necessary for the con- 
trol of leaf spot on all knds of Viburnums, copper rather than sulfur 
should be applied as a control measure. Care should always be taken 
not to let sulfur dust or sulfur spray intended for other plants drift 
onto Viburnums.
